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Continuation of 10. Other (including any explanation in support of the above items): In the summary of claimed subject matter, 
As to claim 1 on page 7, claims 27 and 32 on page 8, the applicant discloses "upgrading a portion of the firmware program by the 

firmware program (Fig. 3, 322; specification, page 10, lines 6-10)". The identified figure and specification indicates that upgrading a portion 

of the firmware program is done by the firmware upgrade not by the firmware program. 

As to claim 33 on page 9, the applicant discloses "a first portion (Fig. 2, 20) ... which is not upgradable", however Fig. 2, 20 is 

upgradable. 

As to claim 40 on page 10, the applicant discloses "a first portion (Fig. 1 , 20) ...that is not upgradable". Fig. 1 , 20 should be Fig. 2, 20, 
further Fig. 2, 20 indicates upgradable portion; the applicant also discloses "a second portion (Fig. 1,10) that is upgradable". Fig. 1,10 
should be Fig. 2, 10 and further Fig. 2,10 indicates permanent (i.e. not upgradable). 

As to claim 41, the applicant discloses "a public key (Fig. 2, 28) in said first portion (Fig. 2, 20)". According to Fig. 2, element 28 is 
included in the upgradable portion (i.e. second portion), not the first portion as stated. 
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
